ROBBER SHOT DEAD 
BY VIRGINIAN, bf 
Ne WOUNDED TWIG 


Arthur L. Gardner Slays 
Man Believed to Be 
Robert Johnstone. 


THIEF, ONCE FLEEING, 
RETURNS, OFFERS AID 


Stcrekeeper, Meantime, Gets 
Pistol, Then Identifies Thug 
Talking to Wife, and Fires. 


Although twice wounded by a lone 
robber, Arthur LeRoy Gardner 68 years 
old, early yesterday succeeded in pro- 
curing a revolver and mortally wound- 
ing his assailant, tém minutes after the 
attempt was made on his own life. The 
shooting occurred tn Gardner’s com. 
bined gasoline filling station and sand- 
wich shop on the Richmond road at 


Featherstone Station, about 22 miles | 


below Washington. 

The robber, believed to be Robert 
Johnstone 36 years. old, entered the 
Gardner establishment shortly after 
midnight. He was served two sand. 
wiches and two bottles of “pop” Wher 
Gardner was making change of a bi 
that Johnstone offered in payment, the 
robber produced a revclver and ordered 
Johnstone to stick his hands up 

Gardner was backing to the rear of 
the store in defiance of the command 
when the robber fired the two shots and 
fied 

The aged shopkeeper staggeré@@ to the 
second floor. where he makes his home 
with his wife, Mrs. Nora Gardner, 52 
years old. Mrs. Gardner, awakened by 
the shots, began screaming for hel; 
and was on the verge of hysteria when 
her husband confronted her in thel: 
bedroom and announced he had beer 
shot by a robber. 


identified, Then Shot. 


Mrs. Gardner ran to the shop below 
and continued to call for help Mean- 
while, the robber returned to the front 
of the shop in his automobile. He 
heeded Mrs Gardner's cries, and as the 
two were conversing on the floor below 
Gardner recognized the man’s voice as 
that of his assailant 

Gardner obtained a revolver, given to 
him by his son-in-law, Policeman An- 
thony Richitt, of the Fourth Precinct 
for protection, and staggered down the 
stairway. 

Confronting the robber with the ac- 
cusation, “He is the man that sho 

e,” Gardner pulled the trigger twice 
One bullet went wild but a_ secone 
pierced an artery above Johnstone: 
heart. As the robber staggered from 
the shop, Gardner fired three more 
shots, but they, too, went wild 

An hour later, Johnstone’s body wa: 
found on a little mound along the 
roadway, 100 yards from the scene of 
the shooting. Gardner was taken tc 
Emergency Hospital, where physicians 
said last night that, although nis con 
dition was serious, he would recover 
Mrs. Gardner. in an interview, describ 
ed the shooting. 

“I was asleep when the robber came 
into the shop. The shots awakened 
me and 1 screamed for help just as 
my husband came into the bedroom 
and said he had been shot twice. The 
man ran out of the store and down 
the road away:, where I judge he had 
his car parked. 

“Next thing he drove up to the froni 
of the filling station and began tooting 
his horn. He came in and asked me 
what the matter was, end while | was 
telling him, my husband, somehow, go’ 
down stairs and came into the shop 
My husband said, ‘He’s the man tha. 
shot me,’ and fired. The man put hi. 
hands up about his face and ran out 
of the store Then all the neighbors 
answering my cries for help, began com- 
ing around the store, and they took my 
husband .to the hospital.” 

Shortly after the holdup man was 
shot, approximately 60 neighbors, armed 


with shotguns, revolvers, clubs and im- }- 


provised weapons, congregated about 
the shop. W H. Carrick, who lives 
about a half mile from the Gardner 
place and the .earest neighbor of the 
Gardners, summoned medical aid from 
Occoquan and telephoned the mujltary 
authorities at Qi ntico Marine base. 


Shot Pierces His Stomach, 


Dr Frank W Hornbaker, of Quantico 
gave Gardner first-aid treatment an: 
ordered him hurried to a Washingtor. 
hospital. George R Herring, of Feath- 
erstone Station, drove the wounted mar 
to the hospital within an hour and ¢ 
half after the shooting. Drs. Ed “rass 
and William Rutkoski, of the hospita 
staff, began immediate treatment. 

One of the robber’s bullets grazed the 
shopkeeper’s left side, while the othe: 
pierced the stomach, and in its pas 
sage to the back escaped, striking ¢ 
kidney. The bullet which grazed the 
man’s side was found by Policeman 
Richitt lodged in the lock of an icebox 
in the kitchen. ee

The .charge that Vice President 
Dawes and George N. Peek, one of the 
farm block leaders, want the McNary- 
Haugen farm bill vetoed in order “to 
keep it alive as a political football for 
boosting Dawes into the Presidency,” 
was revived yesterday by Senator 
Brookhart (Republican), Iowa, in a let- 
ter to Charles E. Hearst, president of 
the Iowa Farm Bureau/Federation, in 
which the Iowan defended his position 
on farm relief. 


Brookhart, who recently in the Sen- 
ate hurled a similar accusation against 
Dawes and Peek, wrote Hearst that he 
was “perfectly willing” to be held re- 
sponsible for the efforts he made to 
amend the McNary bill at the time it 
was being considered by the Senate. 

“As for the future of the bill,” Sena- 
tor Brookhart wrote, “I am going to 
do all in my power to get the Presi- 
dent to sign it if it passes the House 
of Representatives.

Spend Week-End in Cells or 
House of Detention. 


SOME ENJOY ‘MARTYRDOM’ 


With more than half of thelr number 
still held at the House of Detention and 
various police stations for lack of $25 
collateral, 84 participants in the San- 


dino demonstration at the White House 
Saturday are scheduled to appear in 
Police Court this morning to answer 
charges of violating police regulations 
which prohibit the parading with plac- 
ards in Government parks, 

Late last night 23 men and young 
male high school students were still 
making the’ best of their condition, 
scattered in police cells throughout the 
city, and 21 women and girls seemed to 
be rejoicing in their ‘“‘martyrdom” in 
the House of Detention, Nearly all those 
held are from New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and New Jersey cities. 

Manuel Gomez, secretary of the 
United States section of the All-Amer- 
ican Anti-Imperialist League, under 
whose auspices the Nicaraguan demon- 
stration was conducted,. endeavored 
again yesterday to raise funds to secure 
the release of his parade followers, but 
apparently with no success. 

It is expected that those who were 
fortunate enough to raise collateral wiil 
appear in court this morning, along 
with those detained, and officers of the 
league believe that all but the leaders, 
who may be fined, will be released on 
their personal bonds. 

Late yesterday afternoon rumors were 
circulated that another demonstration 
would be held in front of the White 
House at 7:30 o’clock, but, with police 
on the alert for the first signs of a 
gathering, it failed to materialize. 


Ship, Ashore in Cape 
Cod Canal, Refloated 


Sagamore, Mass., April 15 (A.P.).— 
Five hours after her 491 passengers had 
been put ashore safely today the 
steamer New York, of the Eastern 
Steamship Co., was refloated in the 
Cape Cod Canal, where she grounded 
last night near the Sagamore bridge 
while bound from Boston to New York.

Rome, April 15 (A.P.).—With the de-

Besides all those who participated tn 
the expedition of two years ago when 
Nobile went to the North Pole with 
Raold Amundsen and Lincoln Ells- 
worth, in the dirigible Norge, there tis 
a large staff of scientists, offfcers, me- 
chanics, sailors and soldiers of the 
Alpine guards, amounting altogether to 
200 persons, in the present venture, 

A very important member of the 
expedition is Titina, the small mongrel] 
dog mascot who remained constantly 
bv Gen. Nobile’s side when he steered 
the Norge toward the pole and since 
has remained his inseparable com- 
panion., 

Nobile has made arrangements to stay 
in the polar region for the remainder of 
spring and the larger part of summer. 
His base will be Kings Bay, where the 
ship, Citta di Milano, will represent the 
headquarters of his explorations, which 
will be numerous. They will diverge 
from Kings Bay in various directions, 
taking the form of a fan. He himself 
does not know how many times he will 
fiy from Kings Bay and what distance 
he will reach each ciime, as it will de- 
pend to a certain extent on atmospheric 
conditions. But he has planned to 
reach the North. Pole again, probably 
returning there on May 12, thus cele- 
brating the sec nd anniversary of his 
first attainment of that point. One of 
his filghts will have for its object to 
ascertain whether tnere is more land on 
either side ,of the route followed by 
Peary in his expedition to the pole in 
April, 1909, and whether there really is 
a land he thought he saw on his home- 
ward journey, calling it Crocker’s Land. 
which, however, the MacMillan expedi- 
tion of 1914 was unable to find.

Miss Herta Junkers, daughter of the 
airplane manufacturer, announced she 
planned to take off tomorrow or ‘Tues- 
day in the Junkers plane E. F. 13 at 
Curtiss Field for Montreal to direct 
operations. Fred Melchotir, she said, will 
pilot the plane and it is possible they 
may proceed to Quebec from Montreal. 

Spare parts for the damaged Bremen 
were started from New York tonight 
with a mechanic, Ernest Koeppen, who 
was instructed by Junkers representa- 
tives to take a train to Quebec and 
await instructions there. 

A request to send six drums of benzol 
to Quebec to be used to refuel the 
Bremen, was sent by Miss Junkers to 
the Ottawa Flying Service tonight. She 
requested that the fuel be sent to the 
concentration point as soon as possible. 

A message received by Miss Junkers 
today from the Baron von Huenefeld 
asking for repair parts and saying no 
answer to previous messages had been 
received resulted in prompt action by 
the representatives here. 

Miss Junkers and Heinrich Scuengel, 
representative in New York of the North 
German Lloyd Line, radioed a message 
to inform the Bremen’s crew of the 
steps which had been taken. The mes- 
sage was sent, they said in the chance 
that those on Greenly Island would re- 
ceive it.

“Mechanic and spare parts will ar- 
rive Quebec Flying Field Monday after- 
noon, Benzol following.

President Coolidge’s address in ac- 
cepting the statue of Andrew Jackson 
at the Capitol follows: 


Fellow Countrymen: 

One of the great sources of the 
strength of our country has been the 
pioneering spirit, It was character- 
istic of those who first settled on our 
shores and was the cause of a re- 
'sistless merch to the Pacific Ocean. 
|Our people have ever been going forth 
‘into the forest and over the plain to 


| establish themselves in the region of 


| the unknown. They have sought for 
i new fields to conquer. They have 
been pioneers, however, not only in the 
physical world, but in the realm of 
‘ideas. in scieace and invention, and 
especially in the art of government 
and of social] relations, they have taken 
‘a dominant part. The frontier has 
‘long since disappeared, the Opportunity 
| for exploration into unfrequented lands 
is gone, we seek no additional territory, 
but the ambition to enter uncharted 
‘regions of industry, of enterprise, of 
social relations, and of thought con- 
tinues with increasing fervor, 
We would miss much of the signif- 
'icance and meaning of the history of 
| the United States unless we took into 
‘account this outstanding quality. Our 
whole outlook has Been greatly in- 
| fluenced by it. It is the complete anti- 
| thesis of ail systems of class and caste. 
Under some theories,of human society, 
| theories which have been of value in 
| their time in effecting the organization 
/ofa people and bringing them into that 
| condition of order which is the neces- 
| sary preliminary of enlightened prog- 
| ress, all persons were born to a certain 
station and oftentimes to a certain lo- 
|cality, which they were supposed to 
hold during their lifetime. 

They found that not only their place 
in life, but also their thought, had been 
previously ordained for them. It was 
for the purpose of escaping from this 
doctrine that this Nation came into 
existence. The people who came here 
| were seeking freedom of action and 
|freedom of mind. The great revelation 
of our country has been that men are 
‘hot born to servitude and obscurity. 
They are born to all the possibilities 
of a glorious station which can be won 
by their own achieving. 


American National Epic. 


This is our national epic, exempli- 
fiéd in the lives of those whom we 
are most desirous to honor. It is the 
story of small beginnings which have 
developed into great concerns. It is the 
life of men born amid the surround- 
ings of great hardship and great priva- 
tions, who, through their own exertions 
and the confidence which their char- 
acter has inspired in their fellow men, 
have risen to positions of influence and 
importance in private affairs and pub- 
llc office. It is a record of untiring ef- 
fort, undaunted courage, 
vering will, all of which have set an 
inextinguishable matk upon the his- 
tory of our country 

One of the outstanding figures which 
sO weil represents this development of 
our national life {1s Andrew Jackson, 
the seventh Presidcnt of the United 
States. He was born in such obscurity 
in 1767 that two States have claimed 
his birthplace, though he _ himself 
stated that it was South Carolina. Only 
two years previously his parents had 
come from County Antrim, Ireland. A 
few days before his birth his father 
died. When he was only 14 his mother

It was during this 
interval that he became a major gen- 
era] of militia. While he had held 
many public offices, he had likew!se 
resigned from many. In 1804 he sougat 
appointment as Governor of New Or- 
leans, and apparently never forgave 
President Jefferson for refusing his re- 
quest. 

From this date until he was given a 
command in the War of 1812 he spent 
considerable time tilling the soll, in 
which he was moderately successful. 
His high temper brought him into some 
quarrels. The society of that day was 
in the flux, customs were in the mak- 
ing, men were obliged to rely somewhat 
on themselves for the defense of what 
they believed to be their rights. 

,Placed in command of 2,500 volun- 
teers, in 1813 he marched toward New 
Orleans. When he had reached Natchez, 
Miss., he was directed to disband nis 
forces. Because this would leave them 
stranded, he had the order modified and 
riarched back to Tennessce.

Defeated Renowned Troops. 


Though a treaty of peace had been 
signed at Ghent on the 24th of De- 
cember, news of it did not reach New 
Orleans until February 19, and official 


notice not until March 13. This im- 
petuous warrior took a personal satis- 
faction in a victory over some of the 
troops who had humbled Napoleon, 
especially because of a scar from a Brit- 
ish saber, which he had received in 
childhood during the Revolutionary 
War. This‘ brilllant achievement did 
much to redeem other reverses which 
our forces had suffered on land. It re- 
vealed the remarkable fighting qualities 
of the hardy frontier riflemen when 
they were properly led, as the almost 
unbroken line of victories on the water 
had demonstrated the remarkable ca- 
pacity of our sailors. Gen. Jackson had 
now become undoubtedly the foremost 
military hero of his country. 


His turbulent temper still followed 

him. New Orleans being under mar- 
tial law, he was soon engaged in alter- 
cations with the civil authorities. He 
did not hesitate to arrest judges and 
the United States attorney when they 
interfered with his orders. A curious 
sequence followed. When civil author- 
ity was resumed he submitted to a fine 
of $1,000 for contempt of court. “I 
have during the invasion,” he _ said, 
“exerted every one of my facilities for 
the defense and preservation of the 
Constitution and the laws. * * ® 
Considering obedience to the laws, even 
when we think them unjustly applied, 
is the first duty of the citizen. * * 
I entreat you to remember the example 
[ have given you of respectful submis- 
sion to the administration of justice.” 
Nearly.30 years later Congress remitted 
the fine’ with interest. 


This was a most significant state- 
‘ment. It might well have been pon- 
| dered by those who were undertaking to 
| argue away the Constitution after Gen 
Jackson became President. Here was 
? man who stood ready to fight a duel, 
quired it, off*an impetuous nature and 
\impatient of all restraint, yet clearly 
announcing the supremacy of law. More 
than that, he was acting. upon that 
principle. When the city was under 
martial law he required that his orders 
should be obeyed, as he clearly had a 
right to do. When it was under civil 
law, he cheerfully submitted to a judg- 
ment of the court which he thought 
unjust. He believed that at all times 
and in all places the duly constituted 
authority of law should be supreme. 


Florida Invaded by Him, 


During the next few years he was en- 
| gaged in the Indian Wars. He again in- 
| Yaces Florida. If he had any order for 
| this, it was not authentic. St. Marks 
(and Pensacola, which he had captured, 
| were restored, and the general's course 
| was defended on the theory that he was

Already he was being considered for 
| the Presidency. He was again sent to 
| the United States Senate in 1823, where 
| he voted for increased tariff rates and 
| certain internal improvements, He was

The Dill, however, was passed 
late in the spring of 1832, just as the 
presidential campaign was beginning, 
and was promptly vetoed by the Presi- 
dent tn a message of great force and 
character. 


The popularity of his administration 
was demonstrated at the election, where 
he received 219 electoral votes against 
67 for all others. Students of his 
career have thought that he consider- 
ed this a complete approval of his en- 
tire public life and a complete disap- 
proval of all those who had ever dif- 
fered with him on any subject. But 
with the work he had before him, it 
was fortunate that he had secured such 
@ popular indorsement and was well 
endowed with self-confidence, backed 
by an iron will. 


Opponent of Nullification, 


South Carolina had been very much 
opposed to the duties imposed by the 
tariff law. On November 24, 1832, that 
State passed its famous nullification or- 
dinante, which undertook to set, aside 
the tariff within its territory. This 
policy had been discussed in the Senate 
in the famous debate bctween Webster 
and Hayne in January, 1830. At a Jef- 
ferson Day dinner the following April, 
President Jackson had proposed the 
toast, “Our Federal Union—it must be 
preserved,” At the same time Calhoun 
had argued that liberty was of more 
importance than the Union. Without 
reference to his former views on the 
tariff or States rights, when this ordi- 
nance was passed, President Jackson 
declafed “The duty of the Executive is 
a plain one. The laws will be executed" 
and the Union preserved by all the con- 
stitutional and legal means he is in- 
vested with.” 

He soon followed this with a procla- 
mation denying the right of secession, 
refuting the power of a State to set 
aside an act of Congress, and asserting 
the supremacy of the Federal Constitu- 
tion. This proclamation has been re- 
garded as one of the best state papers 
any American President.

Except for the Secretary 
of State, Martin Van Buren, and Secre- 
tary of War, the President was little in- 
fluenced by his Cabinet. He often 
sought the advice of other men on 
questions of policy.

He was regarded as a President of 
the people, and in seeking to remove 
their burdens and improve their con- 
dition he favored economy and pay 
ment of the public debt. When this 
should be done, he favored dividing the 
surplus revenues among the States. He 
also criticized the United States Bank 
and advised taking up the question of 
extending its charter, which was not 
to expire until 1836, During 1830 he 
broke with Calhoun, which necessitated 
a reorganization of the Cabinet. He 
vetoed the bill to assist in constructing 
a highway in Kentucky, on the oid 
principle that widespread internal i!m- 
provements were unconstituionai. 

The President was soon engaged in 
his great contest to prevent the re- 
charter of the United States Bank. A 
great amount of bitterness prevailed 
and there was a broad appeal to class 
prejudice. Those supporting the bank 
were charged with representing an aris- 
tocratic tendency in society intent upon 
creating an  overmastering money 
power. Those who opposed it contend- 
ed that they were defending the rights 
of the people and resisting the en- 
croachment of monopoly.

AUTOMOBILE 


FATALITLES. 


Although the number of automobile fatali 
ties last year increased at a greater ratio than 
the increase of population and the increase in 
automobile registrations, the number of acci- 
dents and fatalities at grade crossings de- 
creased. The increase in fatalities was over 7 
per cent, while the increase in population was 
hardly more than 1 per cent, and the increase 
in automobile registrations was 5 per cent. 

The total number of grade crossing accidents 
in whieb 2,371 fatalities occurred. 
There were 250 fewer crossing accidents and 
120 fewer fatalities than in 1926, 

The railroads are doing their best to reduce 
grade crossing accidents, both by cooperation 
with national safety and automobile organiza- 
tions and by direct safeguards. 

Automobile fatalities are increasing in 
streets while they are decreasing at grade 
crossings. This showing calls for better traffic 
arrangements. Pedestrians are the most nnu- 
merous. victims of automobile accidents. In 
many cases pedestrians kill themselves by 
walking into running autom)biles or by cross- 
ing streets at unexpected places, in front of 
rapidly moving traffic that has the right of 
way. 

Contro] of pedestrian traffic is becoming a 
necessity, whether present laws must be 
amended or not. Experience has shown that 
pedestrians can not be depended upon to save 
their own lives. They will not obey signals 
unless compelled to do so by law. As traffic 
increases it will be necessary to give power to 
the police to arrest pedestrians as well as 
motorists whenever the law is violated, 


SPEEDING UP THE TICKER, 

(Juite a serious handicap to traders hus been 
that the mechanical facilities of the New 
York Stock Exchange have failed to keep pace 
with trading. Operators on the exchange, ex- 
cluding the 1,000 members, are dependent 
upon the ticker for the uews of what is going 
on. Not so long ago the ticker was easily able 
to keep pace with sales upon the floor of the 
exchange. On an occasional big day the tape 
might be a few minutes slow, but as a rule a 
purchase or sale was no sooner made than it 
was registered in every brokerage office. 

The magnitude of the market became such 
a year ago that it was decided to adopt a new 
series of abbreviations for the ticker, The 
names of securities were further skeletonized 
and only the final figures of prices in the hun- 
dreds were quoted lt was thought at the 
time that this adjustment would enable the 
ticker to function adequately, but the pres- 
ent bull movement has again swamped exist- 
ing facilities, The news report of the market 
during the latter part of March fell 45 min- 
utes behind actual transactions. The wonder 
was that this did not demoralize the market, 
for dealers in securities had no idea of prices 
when they placed their orders under such con- 
ditions. 

Announcement has just been made that a 
new ticker service has been perfected which it 
is believed will be able to take care of a 7,- 
000,000-share market day. This means the 
transmission of 500 characters a minute, a 
speed that has never been approached by a 
telegraphic process heretofore, and that the 
quotations will be sent over the wires and 
recorded with as much speed as a fast reader 
The belief is that the new 
device will serve the needs of the stock ex- 
change for years to come, but if surprises come 
as fast as they have recently it may become 
necessary to employ the aid, of lightning to 
keep pace with a single day’s business. 


A TARIFF ON SLANG. 

The wail of a writer in.a London weekly, 
who clamors to have England build a high 
tariff wall against the slang of America and 
America build a high tariff wall against the 
slang of England, is assuredly the voice of one 
crying in the wilderness. Most languages are 
receptive to foreign locutions, none so much 
so as English. At all times in its history 
English hag been open to receive alien words 
and turns of phrase. Even im its so-called 
Anglo-Saxon period, when it was most homo- 
geneous, most nearly all of a piece, its infil- 
tration from outside is plainly observable. 
From the peacefully conquering churchmen 
who accompanied Augustine it took over 
ecclesiastical terms in great numbers; from 
the fiercely marauding northmen from Den- 


mark and more distant Scandinavian territory | 


it took vocables and even, perhaps, certain 
grammatical forms; from the permanently 
conquering and rigidly ruling northmen from 
Normandy in France it took, willy-nilly, words 
} in great numbers and, under the pressure at 


that time exercised, it lost most of those fine- 


sounding inflexions which had given it so 


high a place among the synthetic languages of , 


the world. At the Renaissance it was inun- 
dated with "inkhorn” terms derived straight 
from Latin or Greek, and at every period of 
| history, war, commerce, and travel left their 
impress on the English vocabulary.

but beating the air. There is no législating 
for such a case; no one’s writ or ukase will run 
in restriction of speech. 

Anyhow, ‘the reasoning -resorted to by the 
writer in question does not seem to hold water. 
It is, for example, difficult to understand why 
“to be up against it.” ‘to get away with it,’’ 
“to put it across,’’ and many similar expres- 
sions, are “excellent phrases, racy of the 
soil,”” on this side of the Atlantic, but, when 
transplanted to the other side, become, as we 
are told, and “look the sorriest weeds in the 
garden of English speech.” Coelum non 
animam mutant qui trans mare currunt is a 
dictum that one would think should apply in 
an equa] degree to turns of speech as to the 
persons who use them. In other words, the 
essential thing in each case remains the same. 
One can be up-against it, and say so, just as 
well with a balky automobile on a chalk road 
in Kent in a downpour of rain, as one could 
be, under similar circumstances, on ‘a ne- 
glected highway in the wilds of West Virginia; 
and surely one can put it across and get away 
with it in a horse deal with as little, or as 
much difficulty at a Yorkshire fair as in the 
blue grass region of Kentucky. As to the 
opinion that American .slang requires to be 
spoken with an American accent, that is the 
veriest piffle, and no more to the point than to 
Say that English slang requires to be spoken 
with an English accent. In each case, one 
might legitimately ask which of the twenty or 
more accents in vogue in each country is 
de rigueur. 

No, you can’t keep slang out with a tariff 
wall or a pitchfork, or by any other means. 


SHORT WAVE RIGHTS, 

Attention of the radio-using public has been 
centered upon the difficulties that the Radio 
Commission. has experienced trying to 
straighten out the broadcasting tangle. The 
problem is most involved. The new legislation 
requires that a totally new structure shall be 
built. Yet broadcasting is not the only thing 
to worry the commission. Within the last few 
weeks applications have been made from sev- 
eral commercial radio agencies for permits to 
utilize short waves for message transmission. 
The Mackay interests have applied for 50-odd 
channels upon which to set up a sending and 
receiving network covering the entire United 
States. The Radio Corporation has followed 
with a request for permission to set up. 65 
short wave stations to serve 24 cities. There 
have been requests also from smaller com- 
panies. Both the Mackay interests and the 
Radio Corporation are interested in setting 
up a domestic distribution system to serve as 
an outlet for their intercontinental communi- 
cation services, 

[t seems certain that adjustment of the short 
waves is destined to be as embarrassing to the 
Radio Commission as is the allotment of 
waves. The number of 
short wave channels available ig strictly lim- 
ited. Many of them must be reserved for 
strictly essential services like those of national] 
defense, marine and aircraft, &c. After these 
have been taken care of, there will not be 
enough waves left to go around. 

The commission probably will adopt the 
policy that existing satisfactory services shal] 
iven this, however, is val- 
culated to make trouble, for the Radio Corpora. 
tion will not be happy so long as it has to 
collect and distribute traffic 
which it has no control. 
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HEAVY COST OF STRIKES. 

A return of registered British trade unions, 
giving details of their membership, income, 
expenditure, and funds, for the years 1925 and 
1926, has just been issued. It shows very 
clearly how hard many of the unions were hit 
in membership and how sorely they suffered 
in funds from the general strike of 1926, which 
proved to be such a flasco, and from the stop- 
page in the mining industry which followed, 
lasted so long, and produced results so dire 
and disastrous not only to the miners them- 
Selves but also to their wives, children, and 
other dependents, and necessarily to the op- 
erators, 

Some of the figures are striking. Thus, the 
railwaymen’s union declined but slightly in 
number of members, from 398,596 to 387,540, 
but its funds fell from £1,911,500 at the be- 
ginning of the year 1926 to £532,803 at its 
close. In the mining group, the membership 
in Yorkshire fell from 164,196 to 84,246; in 
Notts from 34,767 to 10,055, and in Derby- 
shire from 43,000 to 32,914. Strange to say. 
however, the loss in membership in Durham, 
Northumberland, Warwickshire, North Staf- 
forshire, and Lancashire and Cheshire was 
comparatively small, while in Cumberland and 
South Wales there was actually a slight in- 
crease, But in all these cases the funds suf- 
fered severely. The Yorkshire branch began 
the year with £492,712 and ended it with a 
the funds of the Derby- 
shire branch fell from £250,054 to £43,461; 
those of Lancashire and Cheshire from £115,- 
796 to £9,785; Northumberland from £53,395 
to £15,058, and South Wales from £103,278 
to £54,709. Membership in the Transport and 
General Workers’ Union fell from 376,251 to 
335,791, and its funds dropped from £486,548 
to £91,393. On the other hand, the General 
and Municipal Workers’ Union had a slight in- 
crease in membership, but suffered a loss in 
funds ‘from £429,367 to £275,707. The 
amounts paid out in dispute benefits by the 
unions during those two industrial crises were 
naturally enormous, 

The loss and suffering entailed in these and 
similar cases make one wonder if it is not pos- 
sible for civilization to devise a better plan 
for the settling of disputes between employers 
and employed than the wasteful method of 
lockouts and strikes.

The Klan Discredited. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
history of the Ku Klux Klan in the 
last gew years has been a record of 
diminishing power. Corruption and 
lawlessness have dominated the order. 
The klan has suffered every time that 
publicity has been given its inner oper- 
ations. Nothing is now needed to con- 
vince the public that the real purposes 
of the klan leaders have been criminal. 

The klan still exists, however, and 
it is, therefore, well to have its aims 
and objects exposed as they have just 
been by Judge W. H. S. Thomson in the 
Pennsylvania Federal court. The Fed- 
eral jurist denied to the organization 
the right to come into court because 
of its “filthy hands.” He found that 
Hiram Wesley Evans was directly re- 
sponsible for the Carnegie riots, which 
resulted in the death of one man and 
injury to numerous others. He con- 
demned severely the general practices of 
the order, Not even the personal pres- 
ence of Imperial Wizard Evans as a wit- 
ness served to soften the severity’ of 
the judge’s language. In the opinion 
of Judge Thomson no good can come 
out of the klan. 

“This unlawful organization, so de- 
structive of the rights and liberties of 
the pegple,” said Judge Thomson, “has 
come in vain asking this court of 
sequity for injunctive or other relief. 
They come with filthy hands and can 
get no assistance here.” 

Considered in the light of general 
knowledge of the klan and its workings, 
.the ruling of Judge Thomson serves 
only to indorse an already formed 
opinion. His action may, however, serve 
to dispel the illysions of some few in- 
dividuals who have come under the 
spell of its leaders. A few more. such 
expositions of the klan will rob it ‘of all 
support.

Arkansas Friendly to Smith, 


The Arkansas situation clarified it- 
self, so far as the Arkansas delegation 
to Houston is concerned, when the 
State convention at Little Rock selected 
delegates friendly, with few exceptions, 
to Smith The delegates, after being 
named, frankly stated that they were 
going to vote for Smith. This was sur- 
prising news to Washington at the time 
but the significance of the Smith wave 
had not then reached the National 
Capital nor the United States Senate. 

There is a residue of anti-Smith 


sentiment, resulting from past klan 


activities in the State, but in, Arkansas, 
as in Tennessee and Kentucky, the klan

But 
such opposition as one encounters to 
Smith is usually based on religious 
grounds and on the prohibition ques- 
tion. 

Burleson Is for Smith. 


In Texas, the Smith supporters are 
making the religious issue the chief 
topic of their speeches. R. L. Henry, 
former member of Congress from Texas, 
is president of the Smith-for-President 
Club at Houston. Two former members 
of the Woodrow Wilson Cabinet, for- 
mer Attorney General Gregory and for- 
mer Postmaster General Burleson, are 
leading the fight for Smith. 

At one of the meetings which I at- 
tended, the first two speakers brought 
in the religious question from the very 
outset. The first started by telling the 
crowd that he was a Baptist, that his 
father was a Baptist, that his wife was 
a Methodist and that, so far as he knew, 
no member of his family had ever been 
in a Catholic church, 

“But I wouldn't let any one tell me 
how I'm to worship,” he said, adding, 
“and I don’t claim the right to tell any 
man how he’s to worship. The one 
thing guaranteed by our form of gov- 
ernment to every man, woman and 
child is religious liberty.” And the first 
speaker carried the crowd with him 
and was applauded again and again be- 
fore the second speaker took up the 
same theme with the same success. 


Texas Protestants for Smith. 


Protestant leaders, bone drys, former 
klan members, are among those who 
are leading the fight for Smith in 
Texas as well as in other States. After 
listening to a few of these speeches and 
seeing the reaction on the crowds, the 
question arises as to whether the de- 
fense of Gov. Smith against attacks on 
religious grounds will not be one of 
the easiest of campaign tesks if he 1s 
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nominated and if this question figures 
at all in the November elections. 

The outcome in Texas, with respect 
to the Houston delegation, is still in 
doubt. Militant drys are endeavoring to 
have the Texas delegation instructed 
against a “wet,’’ and the Democratic 
leaders, including Jesse H. Jones, are 
opposed to any such instructions. Jones, 
who was responsible for having the 
convention go to Houston, wants the 
State of Texas to act as gracious host 
and not offend any State or any candi- 
date He is willing to have the State 
adopt a dry plank or go on record in 
favor of the dry cause, but does not 
want the delegation to be instructed 
“against” anything. 


Drys Want Instructions, 


The Democratic leaders say that 
Texas, as the host State, will be in an 
unenviable and conspicuous position if 
the delegation is instructed-to vote 
against the candidate who will probably 
have more than a majority of the dele- 
gates with him from the outset. Texas, 
they say, would be in the position of 
a man attending a formal dinner party 
in golf togs. Gov. Dan Moody is under- 
stood to be against Instructions directed 
at any particular candidate. But the 
militant drys in the State are making 
a determined fight and insist that it Is 
more important to uphold the dry cause 
than to act as gracious host. 

Senator Reed has established head- 
quarters at Houston and the Reed men 
hope to have the backing of James E. 
Ferguson, who is a power with the 
farmers. Ferguson is for Reed and 
Smith and his “farmer's bible,” as the 
Ferguson forum is called, is waging a 
bitter fight against the dry leaders of 
the State.

EDESTRIANS are the unfortunate victims in more than half of all 
motor vehicle accidents resulting fatally, according to the records of 
the National Safety Council. In other words, more than one out of 


every two fatal motor vehicle accidents that occur results in the death of a 
pedestrian.

Net Income Has Decrease of 
$3,458,877 in Year, An- 
nual Report Reveals. 


New York, April 15 (A.P.).-~-A de- 
crease Of $3,453,877 in the net income 
for 1927 as compares with 1926 is 
shown in the annue; report of the 
Wabash Railway Co., issued today. Net 
income for 1927 was $4,763,610 as 
against $8,217,487 for 1926. Operating 
revenues showed a decrease of $4,585.- 
187, dropping to $67,108,153 from $71,- 
693,340 reported in 1926. Total invest- 
ments for 1927 were $311,989.910 as 
against $279,865,101 for 1926, an in- 
crease Of $32,074,808, of which %23.,- 
590,895 is shown as “other invest- 
ments.” . 

The company amounced the pur-

General Motors 
Sales Break Record 


New York, April 15 (A.P.).—Retail 
sales of the General Motors Corporation 
in March established a new monthly 
record of 183,706 cars, surpassing the 
best previous record in April, 1927, when 
180,106 cars were sold. The figures in- 


clude passenger cars and trucks sold 
in the United States, Canada and over- 
seas by the Chevrolet, Pontiac, Olds- 
mobile, Oakland, Buick, LaSalle and 
Cadillac manufacturing divisions of the 
corporation.

Two important pieces of legislation, 
the District appropriation bill for the 
next fiscal year and the bill authoriz- 
ing a traction meige: here, will be 
considered on Capitol Hill this week. 

In addition, the Gibson subcommit- 
tee will consider the letter from the 
District Commissioners, absolving Maj. 
Edwin B. Hesse, supcrintendent of po- 
lice, of the charges of drinking, pre- 


ferred by Representative Blanton; the 
McLeod subcommittee on judiciary 
will consider a bill proposing a new 
method of condemning land here for 
the use of the Feceral Government, 


and the Underhill subcommittee on in- | Frank P. 
surance will take up the Blaine-Under- | 


. Hill bill, embodying 1 compromise plan | 
for workmen’s compensation insur- 
ance. 

The Senate and House conferees are 
scheduled to hold their first meeting 
on the District appropriation -bill this 
morning. 


Many Controversial Items. 


The measure is chock full of contro- 
versial items, but the only one that 
is expected to cause a real row is the 
Senate paragraph proposing that the 
annual appropriation be made_on a 
60-40 basis, the District government 
paying 60 per cent and the Federal 
Government paying 49 per cent. 

The House voted to have the Federal 

Government pay a lump sum of about 
$9,000,000, which is less than 25 per 
cent of the appropiration. 
. Representative Simmons 
can), of Nebriska, head of the House 
conferees, has announced that the 
lump sum provision will stay in, or 
there will be no bill. 

A draft of the merger bill arrived at 
the Capitol Saturday. and it is expected 
that it will be formally introduced to- 
day by Representative Zihlman, chair- 
man of the House District committee 
and Senator Capper, chairman of the 
Senate District committee. 


Favored by Both. 


Both Representative Zihlman and 
Senator Capper are in favor of holding 
a joint hearing on the merger bill in 
order to save time. 1oth, however 
must sound out sentiment among their 
colleagues before such a hearing can be 
decided on. 

Representative Zihlman plans to con- 
sult with members of the House sub- 
committee on public utilities this 
morning. If his colleagues favor such 
a hearing, Zihlman. wi then consult 
with Senator Capper. 

The latter is confident that his utill- 
ties subcommittee will approve the sug- 
gestion, but he will wait on Zihlman 
before discussing it with the members.

In “We Americans,” feature of its 
current Week's bill, the Rialto Theater 
presents a film play that offers rather 
more than a superficial study of citi- 
zens in the making. It unfolds upon 
the screen a vitally human. tale of 
Sacrifice, patient struggle and ultt- 
mate peace of heart that is visua'ized 
with penetrating intelligence and en- 
acted by as perfectly balanced a cast 
as is apt ever to be assembled.

“TRUE SELFHOOD” TOPIC 
UF CHRISTIAN SCIENTIOI 


Dr. John M. Tutt, of Kansas 
City, Lectures at Washing- 
ton Auditorium. 


RECALLS CHRIST’S WORDS 


A lecture on “Christian Science: The 
Knowledge of True Selfhood” was de- 
livered in the Washington Auditorium 
yesterday afternoon by Dr. John M 
Tutt, C. S. B., of Kansas City, Mo. 

Dr. Tutt is a member of the board of 
lectureship of the Mother Church, the 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, in 
Boston, Mass. He was introduced by 
Charles S. Baum. This lecture was un- 
der the auspices of First, Second, Third 
and Fourth Churches of Christ, Scien- 
tist, of this city. 

The lecturer said in part: 

“The Master, who taught his disciples 
to pray, also enjoined upon them to 
preach the gospel of salvation and to 
heal the sick. That he extended the 
ministry of healing to include ali 
Christians is evident from his words: 
‘These signs shall follow them that be- 
lieve; they shall lay hands on the 
sick, and they shall recover.’ (Mark 16. 
v. 17 and 18.) 

“That injunction finds notable ful- 
fillment in the lives of Christian 
Scientists today. The question arises: 
Is there such a thing as personal heal- 
ing? No and yes. No, because the heal- 
ing and saving power is in Christ, im- 
personal Truth alone. Yes, because the 
individual can, indeed must be healed 
and saved by the application of Truth 
to the lies of personal sense. 

“Healing the sick in Christian 
Science does not consist in projeeting 
thoughts from one individual to an- 
other; it is not person over person, but 
Truth over error, It may be said truly 
that God, who made all, never made a 
sick man, nor made a man sick, and 
therefore, there is no sick person to 
treat. 

“Personal sense attacks the body by 
saying first to mortal man: ‘You are 
sick,’ thus inducing mortal man to 
agree: ‘I am sick.’ Christian Science be-

It says to the 
‘You are not in or on 
but you are a lying sense.’ 

“The disease seems to be in or on the 
body; indeed, all disease is constituted 
in an attack on the body, but the ma- 
terial body, whether normal or abnor- 
mal, is but the externalized concept or 
object of human thought. The body Is, 
therefore, as mental as if it were stated 
in terms of thought only Hence, when 
dealing with mortal body we are really 
dealing with a phase of material mind. 

“That fact brings the whole problem 
of disease on to the plane of mortal 
mind, where it belongs, and makes all 
disease and other abnormalities amend- 
able to right thought. 

“So powerful is Truth, and such is 
the unity of true being, that it is pos- 
sible for one individual, by right men- 
tal activity, so to overcome the mes- 
meric belief of mortals as to annul un- 
true and unjust laws of matter, and to 
bring himself his patient to realize the 
eternality and supremacy of the laws 
of God Spirit. 

“The error of belief, though general 
in mortal mind, is always the individ- 
ual’s by adoption, and the individual 
can turn from it to Truth, and thus 
heal himself and so heal others. The 
corrective power of one individual’s 
right thought is tncalculable. Certainly 
it is sufficient to heal and save all man- 
kind. So Jesus saved the world. So Mrs. 
Eddy brought the Comfcrter, Christian 
Science, to humanity.” 


CALDWELL OPPOSES 
LIMITATION ON RADIO 


Favors 50 Cleared Channels, 
Instead of Cutting Num- 
ber to 25. 


(Associated Press.) 

O. H. Caldwell, Federal Radio Com- 
mission member, favors 50 cleared, 
radio channels, and is opposed to 
limiting the number to 25. 

In a letter to W. R. McCanne, owner 
of Station WHAM, Rochester, N. Y., 
made public yesterday, the commlis- 
sioner said the limitation to 25 would 
work a great hardship on local lsten- 
ers and many fine radio stations. 

Answering an inquiry of Mr. Mc- 
Canne in regard to a cleared channel 
for WHAM, Commissioner Caldwell said 
that radio engineers and men have 
unanimously approved the conclusions 
of the recent conference of radio en- 
gineers, recommending 50 cleared chan- 
nels and the proper spacing of smaller 
stations on the remaining 40 channels 
as affording the best arrangement for 
good radio reception to the listening 
public under the restriction of the re- 
cent Davis-Dill equalization amend- 
ment.

As the five homes selected were prop- 
erties which were for sale only, it was 
thought best to obtain such an apart- 
ment, and an ideal one was found in 
the cooperatively owned apartment 
building at 1661 Crescent place 

The apartment is valued at $35,000, 
and is loaned for the exhibit by M. & R. 
B Warren, realtors. 


Apartment Idea Growing. 


There are so many people who pre- 
fer apartment Nfe and the advantage 
or owning a home in an apartment 
buliding that in many large cities the 
idea is growing into more popular favor 
every day 

The advantages of owning a home in 
an apartment building are many. The 
economy effected in the original cost is 
the result of organization and mass 
production. No one residence can be 
erected as economically as the units in 
a multifamily home.
